Meeting in Memphis. 
3 To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
© 4 AA’s Opponents Fail to Appear in 
Cotton Hearing.” This is the head- 
line in the Commercial Appeal’s account 
of a hearing, mandatory in the Farm Ad- 
justment Act and held a week ago in 
Memphis, Tenn. The hearing was held 
to take evidence pro and con bearing 
upon four questions recited in the law 
as the subject matter of the discussion. 
The evidence and information obtained 
at the hearing is to be examined by the 
Secretary of Agriculture and will guide 
his decision as to the need of continu- 
ance, change or abandonment of the 
‘farm control program. 

All cotton processing, manufacturing 
and merchandising interests opposing the 
program, and farmers and representa- 
tives of farm organizations for the pro- 
gram, from all over the United States, 
to the number of about 400, were pres- 
ent. The stage was set for a battle 
royal. To be sure, everyone knew that 
it was to be more or less a sham battle, 
because the program was certain to be 
continued. But both sides were there, 
armed to the teeth, just the same. 

After looking over the crowd, talking 
with some and listening to the first wit- 
nesses, I predicted that no one from the 
opposition whose profits increased with 
the volume of cotton production would 
have the courage to advocate the discon- 
tinuance of any and all crop control ac- 
tion. But I did not dream that they 
would all retreat without firing their 
guns. What was the matter? Were 
they timid? Have they given up the 
fight against equality for agriculture? 
Not on your life. They just decided that 
there is nothing to this thing of fighting 
in the open in public debate. This very 
public hearing was too much for them. 
They had the unexpected feeling that 
there was some mistake. This was not 
their party, so they just wouldn't play. 


I testified representing the Missouri 
Farm Bureau Federation and the cot- 
ton farmers of Southeast Missouri. The 
four questions set forth in the act to 
be debated asked mainly for an evalu- 
ation of the success already attained by 
the crop control program.and a deter- 
mination of further need to exercise cer- 
tain of its provisions. Possibly excerpts 
from the brief that I filed might have 
some general interest. . 

I quote: “It is assumed in the word- 
ing of the act that cotton enjoyed a fair 
exchange value during the period 1909- 
1914. I submit certain tables of statis- 
tics as evidence that the 1909-1914 rela- 
tionship has not been attained. 

“But I do not think that the examina- 
tion of tables such as I submit permits 
the accurate measure of progress that 
has been made toward the ends set up 
in the act. The matter seems not to be 
so simple as that. 

. “The policy of the act is to ‘re-establish 
prices to farmers at a level that will 
give agricultural commodities a purchas- 
ing power with respect to articles that 
farmers buy, etc. If the act read, ‘ar- 
ticles that farmers: bought,’ the matter 
would be much more nearly a problem 
in arithmetic. 
~ “It is true that farmers do need to 
buy pretty much all the things that they 
bought in 1909-1914, but they need now 
to buy a great many additional things 
if they are to participate in the benefits 
of an amazing advance since that period 
in the state of the industrial arts. Good 
roads and cars were rare 25 years ago. 
Radios, electric and gas-burning refrig- 
erators were unknown. Industries pro- 
ducing many new products can. hardly 
hope for a market among farm people 
unless the products of the farms can 
purchase pretty much all the things they 
purchased 25 years ago and, in addition, 
some of the new and delightful aids to 
living that were hardly dreamed of a 
score of years ago. 

“IT believe that farmers, more than any 
other class of people, have come to un- 
derstand the nature of foreign trade. 
They understand that, since we no long- 
er stand in the debtor relation to for- 
eign countries, it has become physically 
impossible to continue long to sell our 


AN AMERICAN PLANK. 

There can be no right-minded disagreement with 
what the President had to say, in the New York 
Herald Tribune's useful forum on public questions, 
about the high importance of keeping America at 
peace. On that problem, whose gravity becomes 
daily more evident in the light of developments 
across the Atlantic, the President has written not 
a partisan plank but an American plank. 

His words are both an admonition to the country 
and a pledge on the part of the administration. Link- 
ing his remarks with the discord that “stalks 
abroad,” the President said: 

Constant vigilance is necessary in a nation like 
ours to see that forces that make for discord are 
discovered and discouraged. I have pledged my- 
self to do my part in keeping America free of 
those entanglements that move us along the road 
to war. I want to feel at all times that I have 
the sustaining influence of a healthy, sound, and, 
above all, thoroughly American public opinion on 
the subject. ; 

That “constant vigilance” in the cause of peace 
will not be lacking is indicated by the way in which 
public opinion made itself felt when the Nye-Clark 
neutrality resolution hung in the balance near the 
end of the last session of Congress. It was the pres- 
sure of public opinion, working against the dilatory 
tactics from sources within the administration, that 
put through the partial and temporary safeguard of 
our neutrality embodied in the resolution. 

Admittedly a stopgap, this was the best solution 
of a knotty question that could be obtained at the 
time. It will be for the next session of Congress, 
without delay, to set about the formulation of a 
more inclusive and a more permanent policy. 

Meantime, it is cause for satisfaction that the 
President has reinforced the congressional policy 
affirmed in the Nye-Clark resolution with his def-

The state of the public mind admits of no doubt 
that in this determination the President will have 
the effective backing of the people. 
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DO WE ELECT FAMILIES? 

The death of Commissioner Zierrath leaves the 
East St. Louis City Council evenly divided in two 
factions of two council members each. The prospect 
is that this will cause a deadlock over the appoint- 
ment of a successor. We have no interest in the 
political fortunes of either group, but it is impos- 
sible for us to see how East St. Louisans who have 
the best interests of their community at heart could 
approve the suggestion of Dan McGlynn, City Cor- 
poration Counsel, that Mr. Zierrath’s widow be ap- 
pointed to the vacant seat. Obviously, the objection 
is not to Mrs. Zierrath as an individual. But when 
Mr. McGlynn tells a Post-Dispatch reporter that she 
should be appointed for the reason that “his family 
should benefit by the job Zierrath campaigned for,” 
he raises an issue that cannot be ignored. In other 
words, did East St. Louis elect the Zierrath family 
to the City Council at the last election? 
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Oklahoma has destroyed 1300 cases of bonded 
liquor, which will be approved, we suppose, by the 
economy-of-scarcity school, but will sadden the 
votaries of the more abundant life. 
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MARCONI AS A KILLER. 

Signor Marconi is an Italian and when Italy calls 
he answers. The report that he will soon be on 
the African front must be read in the light of patri- 
otic duty. Still, there will be regret. 

The genius of Marconi, to which the world is in- 
debted beyond accounting, has been inspiringly con- 
structive. It has vindicated Milton’s pronounce- 
ment that “peace hath its victories no less renowned 
than war.” It has ended forever the once hopeless 
isolation of a ship at sea. It has written sagas of 
heroism for what had been dark items in the age- 
long toll of disaster and death. Transcending all 
its commercialism and the infinity, almost, with 
which it has endowed communication, the wireless 
has conferred on Marconi the degree of history's 
matchless life-saver. 

Somehow the man seems out of character in the 
service of Mars. But the micro-wave, with which he 
has been experimenting, is said to be an extraord- 
inary military weapon. Little is known about it. 
The rumor that it could render enemy planes useless 
by disabling their engines has been dismissed by 
the lay mind as a vagary of the Oppenheim school of 
fiction. How the warriors of the world intrusted 
with the business of defense have regarded it, is 
naturally not known. Presumably it can function de- 
structively or enhance the destructive capacity of 
established arms. Ethiopia is to drink deeper, ap- 
parently, of civilization’s lethal cup. 

Tradition overrules any. objection that may be 
entered. But the conscience of mankind winces a bit 
at the spectacle of Marconi as a killer.

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TRAGIC PLIGHT OF “UNEMPLOYABLES.” 


They won’t give us work cards. We may be 
too old to work; but we are not too old to be 
hungry or too old to starve. I don't like to see 
winter coming. 

These words of one of the “unemployables” turned 
back on to the community by the FERA in Macon, Ga., 
might have been spoken by thousands of other unfor- 
tunates in this class over the country. Theirs is a 
desperate situation, Under the order of President 
Roosevelt that direct relief must be abandoned as the 
works program gets under way, there is no provision 
for them. If they cannot work because of physical 
incapacity, they are out in the cold. 

This means that the care of these persons is again 
a responsibility of local social service agencies. 
Whether these agencies will be able to fulfill this 
responsibility through the coming winter depends in 
turn on how well the agencies aré supported finan- 
cially. Here in St. Louis our unemployables who are 
being turned back on local aid by the Government 
will be cared for if the goal set in the United Char- 
ities campaign is a success. If the campaign falls 
short—and last year it missed the goal by a half 
million dollars—the agencies will have no choice. 
They will have to turn away these pitiful cases by 
the thousands.

DAVID RANKEN JR.'S CENTENARY. 

The 100th anniversary this month of the birth of 
David Ranken Jr., one of St. Louis’ outstanding phi- 
lanthropists, has not gone unnoticed, thanks to the 
all-seeing eye of the State Historical Society of Mis- 
souri at Columbia. One of the weekly bulletins is- 
sued for October by this alert organization tells the 
story of his life and his intense interest in boys, 
Born, appropriately enough, in Boystown, County 
Londonderry, he came to St. Louis from Ireland when 
27. Here everything he touched literally turned to 
gold. Post-Civil War St. Louis was growing rapidly 
and David Ranken Jr., whose business interests were 
real estate and railroads, soon found himself a mil- 
lionaire. 

What to do with this fortune? He had no need 
of it. His life was simple and his social contacts 
few. No one will deny.that he chose wisely. The 
David Ranken Jr. School of Mechanical Trades, 
on which he settled virtually the whole of his wealth, 
nearly 30 years ago, has helped thousands of youths 
to select mechanical occupations for themselves and 
to prepare themselves for useful lives. Other men of 
wealth had helped higher education in the commun- 
ity. It remained for David Ranken Jr. to use his 
money to dignify the work of artisans who would 
not have a college education. St. Louis would be re- 
miss if it did not hold so discerning a benefactor in 
grateful memory.

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INDUSTRIAL UNIONS LOSE AGAIN. 

Again the American Federation of Labor has 
spoken, and again it has said nothing calcmlated to 
compose the differences between the industria] and 
the craft type unions. As expected, in view of the 
preponderant voting power of the crafts, the A. F. 
of L. convention voted, 18,025 to 10,924, for the so- 
called compromise policy which its Resolutions Com- 
mittee had approved by a vote of eight to seven. This 
policy is simply maintenance of the status quo; it 
recognizes the industrial unions, but reserves and 
guarantees to the crafts all their long-existing rights 
under their A. F. of L. charters. 

Of the essence of the A. F. of L. is jurisdiction. A 
union knocking at the A. F. of L. door for admission 
must first state the jurisdiction it claims—that is, 
the kinds of work and workers it intends to include. 
If these claims do not trespass on fields already oc- 
cupied, the new union receives its charter with a 
grant of exclusive jurisdiction and protection in its 
field. It follows that there can be little or no free 
field for industrial unionism, cutting, as it does and 
must, across the lines of crafts. Thus, to recognize 
industrial unions, but guarantee to the crafts their 
established rights, is affirmation of the settled craft 
policy—the industrial unions may exist, but on suf- 
ferance and at disadvantage. 

What the industrial unions want of the A. F. of L., 
and must have, if they are to thrive, is a flat guar- 
antee of integrity. This the craft-dominated A. F. of 
L.. has refused to give. Until such a guaranty is 
given there will be trouble on the A. F. of L. front. 
A modus vivendi is not impossible. The fields of in- 
dustrial and craft unionism overlap in relatively 
small degree. The one type of unionism complements 
the other; there is no need or profit for organized 
labor in their competition.

Why Pork Prices Are High 


Drouth, not AAA program, is mainly responsible for costly pork, writer says; Govern- 
ment sought to cut production down to domestic needs, but with corn shortage, 
hog crop was drastically reduced; views higher prices as sign of recovery, but 
asserts they are not yet at 1929 level; figures also show fewer cattle and sheep.

E CONSUMERS are grumbling about 
W the high cost of living, and we are go- 

ing to have cause to complain even 
more loudly in the near future, thanks be. 
Recovery has its pains, no less than de- 
pression, and this is one of them. 

Our memories are short. What a little 
time ago it was, after all, when we were 
all commiserating together on the ruinous 
level of prices! Economists explained to us 
in words of one syllable that crumbling 
prices and depression are synonymous, while 
higher prices and recovery are one and the 
game thing. They traced the effect of low 
prices all the way from the farmer who 
couldn't pay his debts, let alone buy goods, 
on through the failed bank and the shut- 
down factory to you and me, with a haltf- 
time job, or no job at all. 

We understood, and we hailed eagerly the 
first upturn in commodities quotations. But 
now it begins to pinch, and it hurts. Dollar 
wheat, expensive beef and $12 hogs seemed 
admirable when they were mere aspirations, 
but they are not so nice when we try to set 
the table. 

The rise in meat prices has been the most 
spectacular, and has aroused the most re- 
sentment. There have been meat riots, and 
butcher shops have been picketed, with the 
end not yet. Inevitably, the story of the 
pig pogrom has been retold, and the AAA 
blamed for making pork chops an almost 
inaccessible luxury. 

In a typical New York retail store, pork 
chops are 36 cents a pound just now; last 
year, they were 24 cents. The butcher ex- 
plains to complaining housewives, “Short- 
age of hogs; you know the Government 
killed 6,000,000 of them to help the farmers.” 
And that, if my acquaintances are a fair 
sample, is what the general public believes. 
Hog raisers in the Corn Belt know better. 


The AAA had very little to do with caus- 
ing the present high price of pork. It did 
try to raise the price of pork by reducing 
the number of hogs, so it had guilty intent, 
let us say, but a force so mighty took con- 
trol of the situation that the AAA's puny 
effort went for next to nothing. 

Today we cannot cat the hogs that were 
not fed the corn that didn’t grow last year. 
The AAA killed some of the hogs, as little 
pigs, before the corn didn’t grow, but not 
all of them by any means. Had the little 
pigs not been slaughtered, they would have 
starved to’ death when the drouth killed 
the corn, or rather they would have been 
slaughtered and rushed to a glutted market 
at prices that would hardly have paid ship- 
ping costs, as actually happened to some 
millions of them that were spared by the 
AAA reduction program. 

The story goes back to 1932-33. Hogs 
were $7 to $8, ordinarily, at farm markets 
before the war; just before the depression, 
they were $9 to $11 the hundred pounds. 
In January of 1932, they were selling at $2 
and $3. That was why Iowa farmers couldn't 
pay taxes or interest, why they rioted and 
put halters around the necks of officials at 
foreclosure proceedings. 

Despite low prices, the spring crop of pigs 
in 1933 showed an increase of 2,000,000, The 


1933 corn crop was big; corn was even 
cheaper than hogs. A hog is corn ‘on four 
legs; every indication was that the 1934 pro- 
duction of hogs would be greater than ever 
—this in the face of shrinking markets as 
foreign countries, particularly Great Britain 
and Germany, put up bars against imports. 

After a long series of meetings with corn- 
hog farmers, the reduction program was de- 
cided upon. Of 82,000,000 pigs born in 1933, 
6,000,000 were killed before fattening, and 
birth control was applied to the 1934 crop. 
Farmers signed contracts to reduce corn 
acreage by 20 per cent and hog production 
by 25 per cent. This would eliminate the 
unsalable export surplus, but leave a nor- 
mal pork supply for domestic consumption. 


Then came the drouth. Corn, though it 
looks so sturdy, is a delicate plant. If there 
is dry weather just when it is pollinating, 
the ears will not develop. Corn made half 
a crop in the summer of 1934. Other feed 
grain crops failed similarly; they were not 
under the AAA restrictions. 

Hogs, and we had a normal supply for 
domestic use, had to be slaughtered before 
fattening, and even the breeding stock was 
sent to market. That had to be done; there 
was no feed. Prices during that period 
broke badly. Consumers had cheap meat. 
They are paying for it now. 

January livestock estimates tell the tale. 
Within the year, according to figures com- 
piled by Mordecai Ezekiel of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, we lost 8,000,000 out 
of our 68,000,000 head of cattle; 3,000,000 
out of 52,000,000 sheep; 20,000,000 out of 
57,000,000 swine. , 

This year’s new pigs numbered only 30,- 
500,000, which compares with 38,000,000 a 
year earlier, when the AAA controls were 
already in effect. Pork prices will be high 
for some time to come, but even present 
prices are lower than they were in 1929. It 
is partly because consumers were so used 
to cheep meat that prices are such a ‘shock 
right now.

I, as a layman, once had the impish

The St. Louis Baptist Association, 
composed of 42 church congrega- 
tions in the St. Louis area, threat- 
| ened yesterday to discontinue sup- 
| port of the United Relief unless 
‘the Missouri Baptist Hospital is 
| paid a share of the 19385 fund. 
Charity service in excess of $40,- 
000 has been given by the hospital 
‘this year, and the United Relief 


has advertised in its literature that 

| the hospital is a beneficiary of the 
‘fund, yet no payments have been 
made to the hospital up to the 
present time, a resolution adopted 
by the association stated. “And,” it 
added, “Indications are that no pay- 
ment will be made during the pres- 
ent year.” 


“Discriminated Against.” 


“The Association feels we have 
been discriminated against,” the 
resolution continued, “That the 
present method of dispensing the 
funds on a deficit basis is unfair 
and unjust. Such a method may 
place a premium on mismanage- 
ment and does not equitably dis- 
tribute the United Relief funds.” 

It is “common knowledge,” the 
resolution charged, that “at least 
one hospital is on other than a 
deficit basis, a large lump sum be- 
ing annually set aside for and peri- 
odically paid to that hospital.” 

It asked that, in consideration of 
the large amount of charity service 
rendered by the Missouri Baptist 
Hospital that the “small sum” set 
aside for it for 1935 be paid to it, 
and an exception be made in the 
rules to allow it. 

“Should: such a proposal be im- 
possible, our Baptist constituency 
finds it hard to understand how it 
can continue to support the United 
Relief,” the resolution said. 


Regarded as Unwise. 


The resolution was characterized 
as “unwise and inopportune,” by 
E. G. Steger, until recently director 
of the Community Fund, the branch 
of United Relief of which the Mis- 
souri Baptist Hospital is a member. 

Steger said he recently explained 
to the superintendent of the hos- 
pital that a plan whereby hospitals 
would be paid for free services ren- 
dered at an agreed cost per patient 
per day has been under considera- 
tion for some time.

serted until 1893 when it was done by 
special ordinance), Pine, Olive, Locust, 
Vine, Laurel (now Washington), Prune

ry (now Franklin), Hickory, Pear and 
Willow which became Wash, Carr and 
Biddle. South of Market, much as they 
still remain, were Walnut, Elm, Myrtle, 
Spruce, Almond, Poplar, Plum, Cedar, 
Mulberry, Lombard, Hazel and Sycamore. 
North and south streets were on two lev- 
els, three on the lower, about 40 feet 
above the river, others on another 40 
foot acclivity, described as The Hill, 
“much the most pleasant and salubrious 
place to live.” Fourth street was known 
as Front street. The lower end of Market 
street was “well paved and an ordinance 
has been provided for paving the side- 
walks of Main street, a very wholesome 
reguiation as this and other streets are 
sometimes so muddy as to be rendered 
almost impassable.” 

Paxton’s enterprise was supported by 
subscription apparently, and financed a 
very little by advertisements. Ads illus- 
trated by stock woodcuts grace three 
pages.
